While the Payne and the Clark 
forces will be lined up against each 
other on many questions, there prob­ 
ably will be several duties on which 
they will join in fighting other oppo­ 
sition. 
This is due to the fact that 
Mr. Payne is not a high tariff man. 
When an amendment is offered to in­ 
crease the duty of $1 a thousand feet 
provided for lumber by the Payne bill, 
Mr. Payne and Mr. Clark will stand 
together in opposition to the increased 
duty, and each will find that some of 
his trusted aides nave deserted him. 
This illustrates the feeling that pre­ 
vails throughout the membership of 
the house—that every member should 
work for the interests of his individual 
constituency and that the tariff ques­ 
tion is a local one. 
There is one point about the new 
bill on which little controversy is ex­ 
pected In the house, but which it is 
believed will be given much consid­ 
eration in the senate. That is the re­ 
vision of the present tariff law with 
regard to ambiguous phraseology.

WILL HAVE BUT THIRTEEN 


Germany W ill Not Have Seventeen 
Big Gun Warships in 1912. 
Berlin, March 22.—In view* of the 
assertions made in the British house 
of commons that Germany in the 
spring of 1912, would have seventeen 
warships, all of th3m of the big gun 
type, the navy department authorizes 
the statement that in the autumn of 
1912 Germany will have thirteen such 
versels. These will be the battle­ 
ships Nassau and Westfallen, which 
will be ready for sea in the autumn 
of 1909; the battleships Rhineland 
and Poset and the cruiser Von der 
Tann, which will be ready for sea in 
the spring of 1910; three battleships 
to replace the Oldenburg, Siegfried 
and Beowulf and a cruiser to replace 
the armored cruiser "G,” which will 
be ready in the summer or autumn 
of 1911, and three battleships to re­ 
place the Frithof, Hilderbrand and 
Heimdahi, and a vessel to replace the 
cruiser “H,” which will be ready for 
sea in the autumn of 1912. 


Philippine Officials W orried Over the 
Payne Tariff Bill. 
Manila, March 22.—Officials of the 
insular government, members of the 
Philippine assembly and others in 
close touch with the affairs of the 
Philippine government are seriously 
concerned over the loss in revenues 
which will result from the establish­ 
ment of the reciprocal free trade be­ 
tween the islands and the United 
States under the provisions of the 
Payne tariff bill. It is feared that, the 
deficit for the first year due to the 
decrease in customs revenue will ap­ 
proximate 5,000,000 pesas ($2,500,000) 
and that it will increase from year to 
year with the growth of American Im­ 
ports. 
If these closer trade relations 
with the United States restore the 
islands to prosperity it will become 
possible later to impose direct taxa­ 
tion to cover the deficiencies. 
In the 
meantime it is feared that the Philip­ 
pines will suffer seriously during the 
readjustment period and that the gov­ 
ernment will be forced in all prob­ 
ability to abandon many of the im­ 
portant public w’orks it has under­ 
taken. 
Governor General Smith has com­ 
municated with Secretary of War 
Dickinson expressing his view on the 
tariff and declaring it as his opinion 
that the insular government would be 
reriously crippled financially by the 
operation of the Payne bill.

Cleveland, March 22.—A man and 
a boy, believed to bo Willis Whitla 
and one cf his kidnappers, are being 
detained by the police of Cuyahoga 
Falls. The man claims he is from 
Harrisburg, Pa. 
A special dispatch to the Plain Deal­ 
er from Sharon, Pa., says J. P. Whit­ 
la, while he was in Cleveland, met a 
representative of the kidnappers or 
his son Willie and agreed that he 
would tpay the ransom demanded. Mr. 
Whitla guaranteed tp the spokesman, 
the dispatch says, that there would be 
no prosecution. 
But for the bungling of a secret let­ 
ter intended for James P. Whitla in 
an Ashtabula hotel, Willie Whitla, the 
three-year-old Sharon boy, would be 
safe in the arms of his distracted pa­ 
rents. 
All night $10,000 in bills lay beneath 
a rock in Flatiron park, Ashtabula, 
left there by Mr. Whitla under in­ 
structions from the kidnappers. 
At 3 o’clock in the morning Whitla 
returned to the rock there, hoping to 
find his money gone and in it the 
signal that Im son would be returned 
to him in the Smith House, Ashta­ 
bula, within the hour. 
But the money, untouched since he 
had deposited it, was still there. 
Whitla was instructed in a letter 
from th£ kidnappers to leave the mon­ 
ey in Flatiron park, lf no detectives 
were about, the kidnappers promised 
they would secure the money and de­ 
liver the boy safely to the father in 
a hotel as Ashtabula. 
Whitla deposited the money as re­ 
quested, 
but the Ashtabula police 
learned of the plans to pay the ran­ 
som and went to the park. The kid­ 
nappers are supposed to have seen 
them, for the money was intact and 
not a man had appeared at the spot 
at which it had been left. 
Whitla had a score of detectives in 
readiness in this city to start a search 
for the kidnappers as soon as he had 
j safely secured the boy. The detec- 


j tives left for Sharon. A conference is 
being held in Sharon and plans are 
to be made to attempt to capture the 
kidnappers with the boy in their pos­ 
session. Whitla believes that the fail­ 
ure to effect a settlement with him 
will frighten the kidnappers and they 
will not communicate with him again.

WILL HAVE BUT THIRTEEN 


Germ any W ill Not Have Seventeen 
Big Gun W arships In 1912. 
Berlin, March 22.—In view of the 
assertions made in the British house 
of commons that Germany in the 
spring of 1912, would have seventeen 
warships, all of them of the big gun 
type, the navy department authorizes 
the statement that in the autumn of 
1912 Germany will have thirteen such 
vessels. These will be the battle­ 
ships Nassau and Westfallen, which 
will be ready for sea in the autumn 
of 1909; th9 battleships Rhineland 
and Poset and the cruiser Von der 
Tann, which will be ready for sea in 
the spring of 1910; three battleships 
to replace the Oldenburg, Siegfried 
and Beowulf and a cruiser to replace 
the armored cruiser “G,” which will 
he ready in the summer or autumn 
of 1911, and three battleships to re­ 
place the Frithof, Hilderbrand and 
Helmdahl. and a vessel to replace the 
cruiser “H," which will be ready for 
sea in the autumn of 1912. 


Philippine Officials W orried Over the 
Payne Tariff Bill. 
Manila, March 22.—Officials of the 
insular government, members of the 
Philippine assembly and others in 
close touch with the affairs of the 
Philippine government are seriously 
concerned over the loss in revenues 
which will result from the establish­ 
ment of the reciprocal free trade be­ 
tween the islands and the United 
States under the provisions of the 
Payne tariff bill. It is feared that the 
deficit for the first year due to the 
decrease in customs revenue will ap­ 
proximate 5,000,000 pesas ($2,500,000) 
and that it will increase from year to 
year with the growth of American im­ 
ports. 
If these closer trade relations 
with the United States restore the 
islands to prosperity it will become 
possible later to impose direct taxa­ 
tion to cover the deficiencies. 
In the 
meantime it is feared that the Philip­ 
pines will suffer seriously during the 
readjustment period and that the gov­ 
ernment will be forced in all prob­ 
ability to abandon many of the im­ 
portant public works it has under­ 
taken. 
Governor General Smith has com­ 
municated with Secretary of War 
Dickinson expressing his view on the 
tariff and declaring it as his opinion 
that the insular government would be 
seriously crippled financially by the 
operation of the Payne bill. 
The consideration of the tariff ques­ 
tion is having a marked effect on lo­ 
cal business conditions. Virtually all 
future engagements of an important 
feature are being postponed, as im­ 
porters are without any basis of cal­ 
culations.

City of Mexico, March 22.—It is 
now believed to be a certainty that a 
conference of the five presidents of 
the Central American republics will 
be held shortly. Word has reached 
here that President Cabrera of Gua­ 
temala, Davila of Honduras and Zela- 
ya of Nicaragua have agreed ta the 
proposed meeting. It is thought cer­ 
tain that President Figueroa of Sal­ 
vador and the president of Costa Rica 
will also consent to the invitation 
which was sent out by Senor Echever- 
ria, president of the Central American 
branch of the Bureau of American Re­ 
publics, and the purpose of the gath­ 
ering will he of ways and means to 
live up to the letter and spirit of the 
Washington peace pact and thus re­ 
move all cause for intervention in 
Central American affairs on the part 
either of the United States or Mexico. 
It is considered likely that a request 
will be sent to the American state de­ 
partment as soon as Salvador and 
Costa Rica are heard from asking that 
the conference be permitted to meet 
on board of one of the cruisers of the 
Pacific squadron. The harbor of Am- 
apala will probably be selected as 
the meeting place. 
This new turn in Central American 
affairs is looked upon by those well 
informed as the most important that 
has happened in recent years and is 
believed to have been forced by the 
firmness of the state department at 
Washington.

The stinking smut of wheat, or bunt, 
is not so easily seen, as it produces its 
spores within the kernels of wheat and 
they are not seen unless the kernel is 
broken open. 
The spores of these 
smuts do not live over in the soil, but 
are carried from one year to the next 
on the surface of the seed grain. 
These 
grains may be treated sufficiently to' 
kill the smut spores without injury to 
the grain for seed purposes. 
FORMALINE TREATMENT. 
Formaline may be bought at any 
drug store at from 25 to 50 cents per. 
pint or pound. 
It is a liquid. 
One pint 
of formaline added to 45 gallons of wa­ 
ter makes sufficient solution to treat 60 
to 85 bushels of oats, or 80 to IOO * 
bushels of wheat. 
Grain should be 
thoroughly fanned before treating. 
It 
is just necessary to get 
the seeds 
moistened with the solution. 
There 
are machines manufactured for the pur­ 
pose, or the grain may be spread on a 
tight floor and the solution sprinkled on 
with a sprinkling can. 
The grain 
should be shoveled over in the mean­ 
time to make sure that all seeds are 
moistened. 
Shovel up in a pile and 
throw a blanket or some sacks over so 
the fumes of the formuline may kill 
any spores th at were missed by the 
liquid. 
Treat 12 to 20 hours before 
sowing. 
Treat sacks, drill box and 
other receptacles in which the grain is 
handled. The solution causes the grain 
to swell slightly, hence it is necessary 
to open the drill J to J bushels per 
acre wider.

A slight increase in the move­ 
ment was reported in thf* provinces, 
the telegraph in various cities being 
guarded by the soldiers, but the em­ 
ployes of the stat»* throughout tho 
provinces will follow the lead of the 
men in Paris and the strike will 
cease at all points simultaneously with 
the capital.

Senators Hold Gloomy Meeting. 


St. Paul, March 20.—Vindication for 
S. W. Lea vet t and the other members 
of the state hoard of control who were 
concerned in the famous coal rebate* 
deals reported by the public examiner 
Is contained in both the majority and 
the 
minority 
report 
which 
the 
public accounts and expenditures com­ 
mittee presented to the* house. 
Both 
reports agree that In asking for and 
In accepting the rebate 
from the 
Northwestern Fuel company the mem 
berg of tin* board acted in good faith 
and with the Intention of saving mon­ 
ey to the state. 
Both agree that the 
practice of accepting secret rebates 
for the state is inadvisable. 
This 
practice of rebating has been discon­ 
tinued, however. 
The reports differ in that the ma­ 
jority report holds that the board was 
acting within the law. while the mi­ 
nority report, signed by the two Demo­ 
cratic members of the committee, Al­ 
bert Pfaender of New Ulm and F. L. 
Kelly of Mankato, says that “In view' 
of the requirements of the law' that 
all the contracts of the board shall 
make rules in regard to supplies and 
contracts so is to insure competition 
and publicity, and prohibiting the tak­ 
ing of gifts or gratituties from deal­ 
ers in supplies, it is the opinion of 
the undersigned that such a system of 
r< bating on the part of state officials 
is not permissible under state laws. 
While it may be a shield under cover 
of which financial gain may come to 
the state, when centered in the hands 
of faithful officials, when practiced by 
upscrupulous and designing officials, 
it may become an instrument of op­ 
pression used for private gain.” 


Called “ U nfair and Negligent.’’ 
The majority report finds that in 
several matters in which the public 
examiner reported that the state had 
lost money he had not taken into con­ 
sideration differences in quality or otli- i 
er conditions. Because he failed to get 
these explanations' the examiner is 
called “unfair and negligent.” 
As far as the coal rebates are eon- , 
eerned, the hid of the Northwestern 
Fuel company was the lowest in the 
aggregate, without the rebate, and the 
board had decided to give it tho con­ 
tract anyway. 
There was one lower 
bidder, O’Gara, King & Co.. but the 
board did not consider that because it 
had had contracts with this company 
before and had trouble in getting coal 
when it was needed and promised. 
The majority report says that th“ 
criticism of the examiner is almost 
exclusively upon the judgment of the 
board exercised in the purchase of 
coal. 
“Your committee believes that 
the value of the board depends almost 
entirely upon the judgment of its 
members, and according to the opin­ 
ions rendered by Attorneys General 
Douglas. Young and Simpson, the ex­ 
aminer has exceeded his authority in 
thus criticising the judgment of the 
board.” 
The majority report adds the fol­ 
lowing fling: 
“It appears to your 
committee that Examiners lleilbron 
and Cederberg In making their ex­ 
amination of the board of control have 
been actuated more by a desire to 
discover something for which they 
could criticise the members of the 
board than by a desire to find tho 
actual facts.”

Gloomy

President of 
the United States. 


New Y'ork, March 20.—With songs 
of the football field and the boat race 
couree, with a deafening cheer and a 
rousing chorus of “Here’s to good old 
Yale, drink her clown,” President Taft 
was greeted as the first Yale presi­ 
dent of the United States by more 
than 1,500 graduates of the famous old 
university. 
The graduates came from 
all over the* country. 
They ranged 
from silvery haired old gentlemen 
whoso degrees bear the date of ’1,3 
down to the youths who left their 
alma matm only last June. 
Tho dinner, one of the largest e ver 
given in New York, was served at the 
Waldorf-Astoria.

The speaker's ta 
ble, at wnich President Taft sat with 
President Hadley of \ ale and other 
distinguished graduates of the univer­ 
sity, was C&Ropied with artificial rep­ 
resentations of the Elms of Old Yah-. 
Back of the table was a huge drop 
curtain bearing a painting of the old 
brick row, which was a reality in 
President T afts student days, but 
which is now mostly a memory, only 
the central portion, “Connecticut hall" 
being preserved. 
In front of the* cur­ 
tain and back of the speakers was a 
replica of the old Y’ale fence. 
President Taft was probably the 
happiest man at the dinner which was 
given entirely in his honor.

Tuberculosis Swiftly Killing Off 


the Red Man. 


Washington, March 22.—As the Buf­ 
falo vanished from the great West­ 
ern plains, so is the red man gradual­ 
ly disappearing through the ravages 
of the slew but insidious disease of 
tuberculosis. 
To save the Indian from extinction 
by this disease and yet lead him into 
the ways of the white man, is the task 
which officials of the bureau of Indian 
affairs have undertaken. 
Alarmed at the excessive mortality 
among the Indians from tuberculosis, 
ways and means of effectually com­ 
bating the disease among them have 
been devised. 
There will be a con­ 
certed effort on the part of ail con­ 
nected with the Indian service for 
the removal of the causes of the dis­ 
ease for education in the measure of 
prevention and for systematizing the 
care and segregation of patients afflict­ 
ed with the disease. 
Backed with adequate funds and 
with a corps of fighting medical ex­ 
perts, officials of the bureau of In­ 
dian affairs are confident that the In­ 
dian race can be saved. 
The Indian 
becomes restive at the slow progress 
of medical science in eradicating dis­ 
ease, but if convinced of ultimately 
being cured, he usually 
yields to 
treatment. 
Almost beyond belief are the wide- 
spread 
ravages 
from 
tuberculosis 
rmong the 
Indians. Just 
about a 
quarter of a century ago, when the 
white man undertook to civilize the 
Indian, tuberculosis was an almost un- 
know n disease among that race. 
To­ 
day the Indians are dying off at the 
rate of approximately 1,000 per an­ 
num. 
Of all tho tribes, none seem to 
be so susceptible to the onslaughts 
of tuberculosis as the Sioux Indians 
of 
South 
Dakota. 
Only 
last year 
nearly 1,000 member® of this tribe 
w’ere afflicted with the disease. 
To a change from primeval sur­ 
roundings when the Indian roamed at 
will through the wilds of the forests 
to his present mode of living more 
than to any other “ause, may be as­ 
cribed the reason why he so easily 
is a victim. 
They live in unsanitary 
surroundings and huddle themselves 
together in one room and wdthout 
ventilation. 
The Indian taboos the 
cuspidor and rather prefers to expecto­ 
rate on the floor. 


ONE MAN FATALLY INJURED 


Dozens of Others Bruised 
in Class 
Fight at Minnenota University. 
Minneapolis, March 19.—One man 
perhaps fatally injured, three missing, 
dozens with split heads and innumer­ 
able bruises, is the result of the 
fiercest class fight in the history of 
the University of Minnesota. 
It was caused by six freshmen who, 
When 
leaving the library building, 
were pounced upon and captured by 
Sophomores, although the fresh me'j 
put up u terrible fight. 
They Were led 
captive to a public hall near the cam­ 
pus where the usual Indignities of 
rutting hair and 
disfiguring 
faces 
were soon accomplished. 
As soon as the insulted freshmen 
had b o n freed, they gathered all their 
available classmates in one compact 
body and stormed the “soph” strong- 
bohl. 
A desperate fight ensued on the 
Fourteenth avenue bridge. 
In the la^t 
grand rush a freshman wms pushed 
over the railing and fell thirty-five 
feet to the ground below, trom all ap­ 
pearances seriously Injured. 
After the battle the alarm 
was 
spread hv the “sonhs” that three 
"freshies” whom they had tied hand 
and foot and placed in an empty box­ 
car could not he located, as the car 
with its living fr e ig h t had disappeared.

Paris, March 22.—The great strike 
of the employes of the postoffice de­ 
partment, which has practically iso­ 
lated Paris and cut off France from 
communication with the outside world 
for the past week, has collapsed. The 
strike committee decided to call off 
the employes and made the first move 
to effect a settlement, virtually suing 
for peace. 
The government met the 
committee half way. 
Representatives 
of 
the 
linemen 
called on AT. Barthou, minister of pub­ 
lic works, ostensibly for the purpose 
of protesting against the charges that 
they had cut the w ires, but during the 
course of the interview they commu­ 
nicated to the minister the term s on 
which the allied associations collec­ 
tively 
would 
resume 
work. 
These 
wTere first, the resignation of M. Sim- 
yan, under secretary of posts and 
telegraphs; second, that no employe 
should be dismissed on account of the 
strike. 
They also desired the assur­ 
ance that the delegates of the asso­ 
ciation hereafter should be permitted 
to lay their grievances directly before 
the minister of public works. 
M. Barthou received the deputation 
in a conciliatory spirit. 
Ile raid that 
the government could not discuss the 
resignation of an official except with 
parliament, but he practically gave 
the delegation the satisfaction they 
demanded on other points, explaining 
to them, however, that the govern­ 
ment had not yet exercised its right 
of dismissal. 
He said that warnings 
had been sent to every striker with­ 
out exception to appear for duty not 
later 
than 
Tuesday. 
Moreover, 
he 
agreed to receive the representatives 
of the associations whichever had 
grievances to present. 
Premier Clem- 
enceau later met the deputation and 
confirmed 
M. 
Marthou’s 
statement 
with regard to the attitude of the gov­ 
ernment. 
He appealed to the men, 
both in the interests of themselves 
and the country, to put an immediate 
end to the intolerable situation. 


Decided to Resume Work. 
A t the conclusion of these Inter­ 
views with the m inisters, the strike 
com m ittee m et and decided upon the 
Im m ediate resum ption of work. 
This 
decision was annojneed at a mass 
m eeting at which 5,000 strikers were 
present. 
At first the announcem ent 
m et w ith a storm of protest, hut 
eventually it was agreed to hold an­ 
other m eeting and listen to the ex­ 
planation of the leaders’ action. Much 
less 
opposition 
developed 
at 
this 
m eeting and already the strikers are 
returning to work. 
An official statement Just issued re­ 
ports th at more than a third of the 
strikers have resumed work in Paris. 
All branches of the service, with the 
aid of the military, are beginning to 
assum e something like normal condi­ 
tions. 
Several thousand strikers, inspired 
by the Union of Commerce and In­ 
dustry, united 
in 
a demonstration 
against Secretary Simyan in front of 
th* general postoffice, but the large 
forces of police stationed there found 
no difficulty in holding the strikers in 
check. 
A slight increase in tile move­ 
ment was reported in the provinces, 
the telegraph in various cities being 
guarded by the soldiers, but the em­ 
ployes of the state throughout the 
provinces will follow the lead of the 
men in Paris and the strike will 
cease at all points simultaneously with 
the capital.

N orthw estern Fuel company the mom- I 
hers of the board acted in good faith ! 
and with the Intention of saving mon­ 
ey to the state. 
Both agree th at the I 
practice of accepting secret rebates . 
for the state is 
inadvisable. 
This 1 
practice of rebating has been discon- 1 
tinned, however. 
The reports differ in th at the ma- 
j 
Jority report holds th at the board was 
acting within the law, while the mi- 
J 
nority report, signed by the two Demo- ] 
cratic m em bers of the com m ittee, Al- i 
bert Pfaender of New Ulm and F. L. 
Kelly of Mankato, says th at “in view 
j 
of the requirem ents of the law that 
all the contracts of the board shall 
m ake rules in regard to supplies and 
contracts so as to insure competition 
and publicity, and prohibiting the tak ­ 
ing of gifts or gratituties from deal­ 
ers in supplies, it is the opinion of 
the undersigned th at such a system of 
rebating on the part of state officials 
is not perm issible under state laws. 
W hile it may be a shield under cover 
of which financial gain may come to 
the state, when centered in the hands 
of faithful officials, when practiced by 
upscrupulous and designing officials, 
it may become an instrum ent of op­ 
pression used for private gain.” 


Called "U n fair and Negligent.” 
The m ajority report finds th at in 
several m atters in which the public 
exam iner reported th at the state had 
lost money he had not taken into con­ 
sideration differences in quality or oth­ 
er conditions. Because he failed to get 
these explanations* the exam iner is 
called "unfair and negligent.” 
As far as the coal rebates are con­ 
cerned, the bid of the N orthw estern 
Fuel company was the lowest in the 
aggregate, without the rebate, and the 
board had decided to give it the con­ 
tract anyway. 
There was one lower 
bidder, O’Gara, King ft Co., but the 
board did not consider th at because it 
had had contracts with this company 
before and had trouble in getting coal 
when it was needed and promised. 
The m ajority report says th at the 
criticism of the exam iner Is alm ost 
exclusively upon the judgm ent of the 
board exercised in the purchase of 
coal. 
"Your committee believes th at 
the value of the board depends alm ost 
entirely upon the judgm ent of its 
m embers, and according to the opin­ 
ions rendered by A ttorneys General 
Douglas, Young and Simpson, the ex­ 
am iner has exceeded his authority in 
thus criticising the judgm ent of the 
board.” 
The m ajority report adds the fol­ 
lowing fling: 
"It appears to your 
com m ittee th at Exam iners Heilbron 
and Cederberg in making their ex­ 
am ination of the board of control have 
been actuated more by a desire to 
discover som ething for which they 
could criticise the members of the 
board than by a desire to find tho 
actual facts.”

Taft pined by yale men 


Breettd ae First Yale President of 
the United States. 
New York, March 20.—With songs 
of the football held and the boat race 
course, with a deafening cheer and a 
rousing chorus of "H ere’s to good old 
Yale, drink her down,” President T aft 
was greeted as the first Yale presi­ 
dent of the United States by more 
than 1,500 graduates of the famous old 
University. 
The graduates came from 
all over the country. 
They ranged 
from silvery haired old gentlem en 
whose degrees bear the date of ’53 
down to the youths who left their 
alm a m ater only last June. 
The dinner, one of the largest ever 
given in New York, was served at the 
W aldorf-Astoria. 
The immense ball­ 
room was decorated witfT a lavish 
w ealth of flowers. 
The speaker’s ta 
blo, at which President Taft sat with 
President Hadley of Yale and other 
dU'tinguishcd graduates of the univer­ 
sity, was canopied with artificial rep­ 
resentations of the Elms of Old Yale. 
Back of the table was a huge drop 
curtain bearing a painting of the old 
brick row, which was a reality in 
President T aft's 
student days, but 
which is now m ostly a memory, only 
the central portion, "Connecticut h all” 
boing preserved. 
In front of the cur­ 
tain and back of the speakers was a 
replica of the old Yale fence. 
President T aft was probably the 
happiest man at the dinner which was 
given entirely in his honor. 
He was 
riot hailed as president, however, but 
as 
"Bill”—the 
salutation 
which 
punctuated the cheering as he en­ 
tered. 
The only set speeches, of the even­ 
ing were made by President T aft and 
President Hadley. 
The latter spoke 
first, responding to the toast "A’N eath 
the Elm s,” while the former, speaking 
entirely extem poraneously, had for 
his subject, “For God, for Country and 
for Yale.”

ONE MAN FATALLY INJURED 


Tuberculosis Swiftly Killing Off 
the Red Man. 


W ashington, March 22.—As the Buf­ 
falo vanished from the great W est­ 
ern plains, so is the red man gradual­ 
ly disappearing through the ravages 
of the slew but insidious disease of 
tuberculosis. 
To save the Indian from extinction 
by this disease and yet lead him Into 
the ways of the w hite man, is the task 
which officials of the bureau of Indian 
affairs have undertaken. 
Alarmed at the excessive m ortality 
among the Indians from tuberculosis, 
ways and m eans of effectually com­ 
bating the disease among them have 
been devised. 
T here will be a con­ 
certed effort on the part of all con­ 
nected with the Indian service for 
the removal of the causes of the dis­ 
ease for education in the m easure of 
prevention and for system atizing the 
care and segregation of patients afflict­ 
ed with the disease. 
Backed w ith adequate funds and 
with a corps of fighting medical ex­ 
perts, officials of the. bureau of In­ 
dian affairs are confident th at the In­ 
dian race can be saved. 
The Indian 
becomes restive at the slow progress 
of medical science in eradicating dis­ 
ease, but if convinced of ultim ately 
being cured, 
he 
usually 
yields to 
treatm ent. 
Almost beyond belief are the wide­ 
spread 
ravages 
from 
tuberculosis 
rm ong the 
Indians. Ju st 
about 
a 
quarter of a century ago, when the 
w hite man undertook to civilize the 
Indian, tuberculosis was an alm ost un­ 
known disease among th a t race. 
To­ 
day the Indians are dying off at the 
rate of approxim ately 1,000 per an­ 
num. 
Of all the tribes, none seem to 
be so susceptible to the onslaughts 
of tuberculosis as the Sioux Indians 
of 
South 
Dakota. 
Only 
last year 
nearly 1,000 m em bers of this tribe 
were afflicted w ith the disease. 
To a change from prim eval sur­ 
roundings when the Indian roamed at 
will through the wilds of the forests 
to his present mode of living more 
than to any other cause, may be as­ 
cribed the reason why he so easily 
is a victim. 
They live in unsanitary 
surroundings and huddle them selves 
together in one room and w ithout 
ventilation. 
The Indian taboos -the 
cuspidor and rather prefers to expecto­ 
rate on the floor. 


Dozens of Others

feet to the ground below, from all ap­ 
pearances seriously injured.
